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Figure 1 . 1 shows the different parts of the SCSI Expander card. It is VERY important to connect the 
cable to the board properly. You may cause damage to your computer and/or hard drive system if the 
cable is improperly installed. Insure the cable is connected so the RED LINE of the cable is at the top of 
the board Also insure ALL 26 pins are connected. 

The switch bank of the SCSI Expander card is used for 1 ) setting the SCSI ID of the hard drive, and 2) 
turning the termination on or off. 

SW4 sets termination for the SCSI hard drive. Factory setting is ON for termination ON.
